Cleared Up Causes 


Of Misunderstanding 
By Basil Dean 
LONDON.— For the first time 
since the Moscow newspaper Pravda 
began accusing Foreign Minister 
Bevin of renouncing the 20-year 
Anglo-Soviet alliance, Britons Sat- 
urday were able to get some idea of 
what all the fuss has been about. 
At first, it had seemed like an- 
other Soviet newspaper campaign 
to svread a little alarm and des- 
pondency around the western world; 
but when Mr. Bevin was moved to 
take the unusual step of replying 
to a newspaper editorial with a 
full-aress statement from the Bri- 
tish government, it began to look 
more serious. Saturday's publication 
of messages exchanged between Mr. 
Bevin and Generalissimo Stalin in- 
dicate Pravda's attack was based on 
a ree] misunderstanding of somie- 
thing the foreign secretary said in 
his broadcast speech of Dec. 20, 
just after he returned from New 
York. In that speech, he declared 
that “Britain does not tie hersell 
to anybody except in regard to hei 
Obligations under the (United Na- 
tion's) charter,” 
Worry Explained 
Waat apparently worried Pravda 
(and Pravda means the Kremlin) 
was that, in the treaty signed in 
May, 1942, both Britain and Russia 
pledged themselves to go to the aid 
of the other in the event of further 
German aggression. But the next 
articie provided that this provision 
should remain in force “until the 
high contracting parties, by mutual 
consent, shall recognize that it ts 
suporseded by adoption of proposals 
outlined in Article Three.” Those 
were proposals for formation of the 
United Nations 
So, when Mr. Bevin specifically 
singled out Britain's obligation 
under the U.N. charier, Moscow 
jumped to the conclusion that he 
considered the treaty was now 
superreded. In his messages to 
Stal'n, Mr. Bevin has made it more 
than clear that he meant nothing 
of tne kind 
Will Remain in Force 

The air thus Cleared, the treaty 
will remain fully in force. It will be 
extended to possibly 50 years if Bri- 
tain and Russia can agree on a re- 
vision of the “reservations” to which 
Stalin somewhat cryptically refers. 
In London, these are taken to mean 
certain clauses which were concerii- 
ed particularly with the strategy of 
World War Two and which are now 
out uv date, But the Times suggests 
that Moscow may also desire to re- 
move the provision stipulating that 
the treat’ may be superseded at 
some future time by the U.N. char-

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Two. Sound Resolutions 


The Local Council of Women of Edmonton 
has unanimously passed two resoiutions which 
should be applauded by every norma! person 
The first resoluticn is this; 

“Whereas those found guilty of indecent 
assault, especially with respect to juveniles, are 
for the most part psychopathic cases, and where- 
es such perverts are a menace to society in gen- 
eral, therefore be it resolved that we, the Local 
Council of Women of Edmonton, Allberta, do 
earnestly petition the minister of justice to take 
the necessary steps to have legislation enacted 
whereby scientific treatment 
will be given to these perverts so that every ef- 
fort may be made to prevent their being repeat- 
ers after their release from jail.” 

The second resolution is this; 

“Whereas the ‘determinate sentence’ system 
now in use is unsatisfactory in dealing with 
many sex criminals, who continue to be a 
menace to society after their release from pris- 
on, therefore be it resolved that we 
provision be made for such crminals to be de- 
tained indefinitely until competent medical 
authorities are satisfied that they are no longer 
dangerous to be at large in the community.” 

The Local Council of Women is eminently 
right. Sex criminals are psychopathic. They 
are a danger to society. They should have 
scientific and specialized treatment, They usual- 
ly are “repeaters”. It is a social outrage that 
they should be released upon society before it 
is definitely established that their habits have 
been checked, 

These two resolutions should have careful 
attention at Ottawa. To assure that attention, 
they should be backed by the plainly expressed 
@pproval of other representative organizations 
in this and other communities,

“Stir up the gift of God which is in thee,” was the 
challenge given by St. Paul to one of his close followers, 
What this command means is that every Christian has 
talents and capacities which he must utilize for the glory 
of God, the good of his fellow-men, and the advancement 
of the Christian faith.

Whatever other endowments we lack, all of us have 
one gift in common—the power to live Christian lives.

If we offer God our 
prayers and worship, yield our wills to His, make offer- 
ings of all we do, we shall surely please Him. If to our 
neighbor we extend courtesy, cooperation and under- 
Standing, and share in his burdens and trials, we shall 
truly make use of the gift within us.

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Ask Lower Income ‘Taxes 


“If Any Tax Relief is Given, it is to be hoped that it may be 
Applied Particularly in the Field of Personal Income Taxes” 


The Honourable Leighton McCarthy, P.C., K.C., 
Chairman of the Board at the Annual Meeting of National Trust Company 


As was to be expected, the year 1946 was in many ways 
a troubled one. There have been moments when progress 
seemed disappointingly slow, but progress has in fact been 
made. We are entitled to find comfort in the fact that 
there are fewer clouds to-day than some months ago. 

Similarly the domestic affairs of this and other countries 
have exhibited at various times throughout the year a dis- 
couraging picture of industrial strife. Here again the picture 
is brighter to-day. Both in international affairs and in 
industrial disputes the great task before us all is to replace 
violence by the rule of law. 


RELIEF FROM HIGH INCOME TAXES 


Apart from the settlement of these basic issues probably 
the need most keenly felt by our people is for some relief 
from the very heavy burden of taxation they have been 
bearing. Of course, it is not possible for this or any country 
to fight two great wars in one generation without incurring 
great responsibilities that must be discharged. Some of those 
who complain most loudly about high taxation are also the 
most critical of deficit financing as inflationary. We cannot 
have it both ways. If the interest on war loans, pensions, 
family allowances and so on are to be met out of government 
revenues, as over a period they must be, then no return to 
pre-war levels of taxation is a possibility. Nevertheless 
encouraging reports about the state of the country’s finances 


do enable us to hope that some measure of relief from the 
current high levels of taxation may be possible and, if so, 
all parties would unite in welcoming them. 


CANADIANS ATTRACTED TO U.S.A. 

If any tax relief is given, it is to be hoped that it may 
be applied particularly in the field of personal income taxes 
The income tax is felt directly by nearly everyone and there 
is some evidence its weight has been a contributing cause 
to industrial disputes. Moreover reference is often made to 
a comparison of rates of income tax in the United States. 
While such comparisons are not always fair, they carry 
weight with many people, particularly young men deciding 
where to employ their talents. We have lost many of our 
best and brightest in the war. It would be a double tragedy 
if we now lost still more of our young professional men and 
technicians by emigration. 

The burden of the personal income tax presents itself to 
a@ trust company in almost every possible form. The vast 
majority of our beneficiaries are not people of great wealth 
but of moderate means dependent either wholly or in large 
part on the income from the trust funds in our care. From 
the economic point of view these people have suffered more 
from the war than any other single class. They are entitled 
now to whatever measure of relief it may be possible to 
give them. 


SUCCESSION DUTIES CHANGED 
A year ago I expressed the hope that solutions could be 
found for the vexed questions of Dominion-Provincial rela- 
tions. Such hopes have not yet been realized, although the 
outlook for eventual settlement is not perhaps quite as black 
as it is sometimes made to appear 


To meet the possibility that some provinces might agree 
to abandon succession duty taxation while others did not, 
the Dominion doubled its rates of succession duty. At the 
same time it provided that if succession duties were also 
payable to any province, the amount of such provincial duties 
would be accepted as a credit up to one-half of the Dominion 
duties. It would seem to be a fair inference from these 
changes that there was no intention to make any substantial 
increase in the total amount of duties that would have to 
be paid. In fact in the vast majority of estates the changes 
do not result in any increase. But there is one type of situation 
in which a large increase in waxes does follow as a result of 
the changes in rates. The case I refer to is that in which 
the whole or a large part of an estate is bequeathed for 
charitable, religious or educational purposes 

Under the Ontario Act such bequests are free from any 
tax; under the Dominion Act they are free only to the extent 
of one-half the estate. If, therefore, anyone in Ontario 
leaves more than half his estate to charity the succession duty 


rates on the amount over and abowe one-half have in effect 
been doubled. For example, in the case of an estate of 
$2,000,000 all passing to Ontario charities, the total duties 
payable would now be approximately $500,000 instead of 
$250,000. 


CHARTTABLE DONATIONS APFECTED 


Tt may be objected that such cases, Le, cases of large 
estates going largely to charity, must be relatively few in 
number, That of course is true, but their importance is out 
Of proportion to their numbers because of the amounts that 
may be involved. Religious, charitable and educational 
institutions have in the past benefited very largely from 
juests by wealthy benefactors, particularly those with few 


| 
lependents. Many educational institutions have derived a 


be 


large part of their endowments in this way, and some were 
founded as the result of such bequests. I cannot believe it 
was the intention of the Government to discourage charitable 
donations or to penalize institutions that exist solely for 
the public good. Now that the effect of the changes referred 
to has been drawn to the attention of the proper authorities, 
I would hope amendments can be made to relieve such insti- 


tutions from a burden I do not believe it was inténded to 
impose an them.

In referring to pension and superannuation plans | must 
make some reference to an amendment to the Income Tax 
Act made at the last session of the Dominion Parliament. 
As the law stood until the 26th of June, 1946, where a single 
lump sum payment was made out of a 5 sn amg’ or 
pension fund or me upon the death, withdrawal or retire- 
ment of an employee, one-third only of such amount was 
taxed as income, and where such a payment was made other 
than out of a superannuation fund for loss of office or 
employment one-Afch only of such payment was deemed 
for the purpose of taxation to be income of the taxpayer 
in the year in which it was received and one-fifth deemed 


to be income in each of the four succeeding years. In other 
words, where a lump sum payment was made instead of 
providing an annual retiring allowance the Government 
in the one case allowed an exemption of two-thirds and in 
the other allowed the sum to be spread over five years for 
taxation purposes even though it was paid in one year 


TAX AMENDMENT PENALIZES PENSIONERS 


This was a very fair provision, as the taxing of the whole 
amount in one year would have amounted in many cases 
almost to confiscation of the whole amount owing to the 
heavy rates of taxation. Under the amendment to which 
I refer these concessions have been repealed and in the case 
of any such lump sum payment made after the 26th of June 
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last the whole amount will be taxed and taxed in one year 
The only alleviation of the hardship produced by the taxation 
of this whole amount in one year is the option given to 
the taxpayer to have it taxed either as part of his income 
in the year he receives it at whatever rate may be in force or 
to pay taxes on it in the year he receives it at the average 
rate of taxation he paid in his last year of full employment 
with the company with which he was employed 


Truse Companies and Insurance Companies see perhaps 
more clearly the effect of this change in taxation, but not only 
they bur all other companies concerned have been very much 
disturbed and hope that upon further consideration some 
basis of spreading the taxation over a period of years will be 
restored. The total ammount involved in taxation cannot be 
importang in relation to the coral of taxes imposed, and 
during a period when taxes are being reduced it seems 


dificult to defend a change in policy that will increase the 
taxes against individuals mostly of small income and at a 
time when owing to death or loss of employment income has 
been reduced

secured we are often asked how we manage to provide for 
the living expenses of widows and other dependents until 
assets can be released and cash made available. If there are 
liquid assets we can usually arrange for release of a reason- 
able amount upon giving our personal bond or lodging 
security, In any event we do not hesitate to advance ous 
own funds to meet the immediate necessities of the family, 


LOWER INCOME TAXES IMPERATIVE 


The Chairman has referred to the urgent need of reduced 
taxation. We have seen a great deal in the press lately 
regarding the number of Canadians going to the United 
States induced in many Cases by tlhe lower rates of taxation 
there. This is a very serious matter indeed, and if the 
suggested 20 per cent. cut in the United States personal 
income taxes should become effective a great impetus will be 
given to this un lesirable movement Even at the present 
tithe, taking the taxes that will be in force for 1947 in Canada 
and those which were in force for 1946 in the United States, 
a married man with two children residing in Canada pays 
33 per cent. more on an income of $3,000, 51 per cent. more 
on an income of $7,500, 45 per cent. more on an income of 
$10,000 and 28 per cent. more on an income of $20,000. 
lf the suggested US. reduction becomes eflective these 
percentages will be increased to 66, 89, 82 and 60 respec- 
tively, It is imperative that some further reduction be made 
in Canada regardless of what is done in the United States

Free after-care and rehabilitation 
for victims of infantile paralysis is 
another service which was pioneered 
in Alberta, It was instituted in 1938 
and provides hospitalization as well 
as medical and surgical care by 
orthopedic surgeons after the acute 
stage has passed ,for all residents 
wito have contracted the disease 
Since that date. Assistance for pat- 
ents who wish to take vocational 
training and any special splints 
shoes ‘or orthopedic appliances re- 
quired, are also supplied. Even be- 
fore the passing of the Poliomyelitis 
Sufferers Act in 1938, Alberta had 
made special provision for the care 
Of poliomyelitis patients in the form 
of the provincial special hospital 
which was erected on the grounds |

of the University hospital in 1927 


Alberta has more gerieral hospital 
beds in operation in proportion to 
population than any other province 
in Canada. There are approximately 
6,000 (or 7 beds per 1,000 of popu- 
lation) available. Hospitals are in- | 
spected regularly and Approved 
Hospitals receive grants of 45 cents 
per patient per day from the pro- 
vincial government, the _ total 
amount expended for this purpose 
in 1945 being $592,481.41 

Through Alberta's municipal hos- 
pital plan which was inaugurated 
in 1918 and which is unique on this 
continent, more than one third of 
the peopie of the province have pro- | 
vided themselves with a successful | 
form of health insurance.
